: A spokesman said that it was. a ' 
elumsy attempt to split British 
and American friendship. / 

Handed to, the British on' Satur- 
day, the note blasts ' BrlUin for 
weakening - Anglo-Soviet friendship 
by trying to meddle In the affairs 
of Russia's eastern satellites. 

Protesting that she doesn't have 
an "unduly large" army, the 
Soviet note slated that' Russia 
would welcome any British initia- 
tive In "really" Improving rela- 
tions. 

Observers .believed 'that this may 
indicate failure of the coming Big 
Four FrrclRM ministers conference 
proposed to be held soon.

As Tunnel Hears Completion

In about one month McGill stu- 
dents will go underground! How- 
ever, It will not be for political 
reasons, but to use the newly con- 
structed tunnel. ' ' 

For, the past six months, this tun- 
nel has been under construction, 
and Is now ncaring completion. At 
present, the outside of the campus 
project has been entirely complet- 
ed. Six men, excluding plumbers, 
are working on the inside. 
Underpass Too 

The tunnel, 500 feet long, 9 feel 
wide, and 7 feet 2 inches high, has 
been built for the main purjiose 
of carrying steam pipes between 
several large buildings. i\yhlle de- 
signing this tunncl^It|^s also 
decided to construct'^ir^miderpafj 
for pedestrian students, connecting 
the Arts building, Museum, and 
Library. 

Completely constructed of con- 
crete this underpass, contains no 
wooden frames,: making it both fire 
anc^ water proof. In addition, a 
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severe frost could not crack tht 
foundation. It will be' heated tU 
winter long by the several steam 
pipes, lined across one wall.. Tliï 
tunnel will be lighted by a syst'eml 
of indirect .'lighting; all globes àn ' 
fixtures are flush with the cell^n'^^ 
Jhe'»50.000 project, still > licV 
finishing touches. The ceiling an)i 
wails 'must be plastered and palntéd;'^:^ 
the floor finished, the heating plpo 
line completed, and the doors fitted. 

Boilers are being taken out of 
the Museum, the Library, the Pres- 
byterian College, and the Delta U{h 
sllon Fràt House on McTavlsb,; 
are being replaced by a 'si 
heated hot water system. The 
of pipes running through the' 
ncl, carry high and low pressuirt 
steam between these buildings. 

For the first time steam flowed 
through the recently installed 
plpcs.yesterday, turning the underr 
pass into what one engineer de> 
scribed as a "steam bath." This con- 
dition will be rectified as soon as 
the pipes are covered with asbestos.

But unlike its Eng- 
lish, counterpart, it presents not

lints of the self-same theme, "Ton-

The climax of "Buddtnbrooks" Is

|Ians Castorp, who only comes up 
^ter a week to vi.<;lt his cousin and 
' then stays lor more than seven 
years, becomes detuched from the 
world below and thus the represen- 
tative ol an order that outlived its 
Ulefulnete. The book ends With his 
departure tô the war and his fall Is 
forecast. 

! Llke' most of Mann's works, the 
plot is flanked by extensive digres- 
lions. The most notable one is 
Râhs Csstorp's relation to Madame 
ûiauc]iit, another patient whom he 
ij^idly admires for years and whose 
presence he can sense by the way 
ihc opèni a door, the sound of her 
footstept, her cough and X-ra'y 
tersb.

But this 
volume Is apart from, the main, 
stream ,ofJ^e^priÎYlowj&^ it 
was writienfinTciurônîia!l^(where 
Dr. Mann now lives) and it deals 
with Joseph the ' successful ad- 
ministrator of the lean years (the 
model being . President Roosevelt) 
and also with the reconcillatioh 
and reunion of the .brothers as 
well as the death of Jacob. .The 
dying patriarch denies hii tbiwln g 
to his once favorlte^nuîW'now 
Egypteanized son, the fih^tl Im- 
plication being that whatever we 
attain is tainted with compromise 
and relative to local conditions. 
If Thomas Mann had ceased 
to write at this point, his de* 
velopment would have shewn all 
the marka and charm of sym- 
metry.

Let us not class these lost souls 
as pIcbAan drunkards or bar-flies 
It"Schenlèy.'s " werè not produc- 
ing, another 'medium would have 
been found. In some respects, these 
people are to be envied. They have 
had their ideals parallel to those 
of society. A little life has demon 
strated the unproductivity of the 
search. Therefore, they no longer 
search for that which Is non-ex- 
istent. They merely exist, and in 
the ironic words of Voltaire, "II 
taut cultiver notre jardin."

There has been so much unfair 
criticism ot the man' and his work 
that I would like to defend him and 
in my own way, reveal what he 
means to me.

I Can't read Lawrence without 
feeling In him a force which 
makes all the little ragtime tatter 
stories of the sidewalks of New 
York seem insipid in comparison.

In bit 
"«r^éîstress he fled from continent 
to continent with only Frieda, his 
wife, as a companion. He saw in 
women civilization the negation of 
life, the surrender of personal In 
tegrity. People became farmers, 
architects, professors, and they 
killed themselves. "Aaron'a Rod" 
is the story of à eoal*mIner who 
takes upon himself the task ot ful* 
filling his own personal destiny. 

Lawrence was often miserably 
unhappy because he was ailed by 
the "absolute frustration ot my 
primeval societal Instinct','. But in 
this., self*sacrlf ice he found the 
strength to make himself the great 
est and purest writer of the 
twentieth centrury. Certain critics 
have maintained that he was 
coward, unable to face life and 
takliig refuge In his novels which 
he made a medium for his lonely 
crying. Lawrence cried, but he 
cried for an ideal, an ideal of per- 
Isonal restitution and he cried 
through the mouths ot his intensely 
real men and women who lived 
and suffered in his works ot art. 
Gateway 
It was in the sexual experience 
that Lawrence found the most 
powerful symbol of the solution he 
was seeking. In the union of man 
and 'woman there was created 1 
certain (uifillment of self. Indi 
vidual perfonfilily had to be clung 
to though, and there could be no 
surrender, of .one .partner' ttf the 
other. Through this merging, powers 
of the unknown outernefs surged 
in. In "The Rainbow" there is the 
revealing pa.ssage. They would soon 
come back out of the darkness into 
the lights.

Anthony Beavis, In Eyclesi In 
Gaia. could be any one of us.

His problems are not unfamiliar in 
our, society, and whén he finds a 
faith at last which gives him, peace 
and confidence, we ciinnot be but 
happy for him— and for ourselves.

'Art Should Simplify^'— -Gather 



One of the most charming and 
wholly pleasurable ways to move 
towards an understanding of thé 
writing of Willa Gather Is to know 
her through a little volume hi her 
critical opinions called simply "On 
Writing." It Is a completely engag- 
ing personality who emerges here 
as a background' to her books. Ab- 
solute integrity, forthright opinion, 
subtle humour, courage — these are 
characteristics that come to light. 
Such plirases as ". . . the man who 
has a true vocation for imaginative 
writing' doesn't have to igo hunting 
among the ash cans on Sullivan 
Street for his material" and "every 
artist known that there Is no such 
thing as 'freedom' In art" are 
phrases from no ivory tower writer 
but a very much alive and pene- 
trating literary figure. And a figure 
running In almost single opposition 
to many of the popular 'modern' 
tenets. For here was a writer who 
came out strongly against the 
'literalnest' ot twentieth century 
writing. She abhorred the "mean- 
ingless reiterations concerning 
physical sensations," the dehuman- 
ization of human . feeling to an 
analytically described chemical and 
biological, phenomenon. "Art, it 
aeemi to me, should simplify" said 
WiUa Gather, and she proceeded to 
ereat* that are in her writing. ^ 
Human Element 

She was always fully aware ot 
the athiggle ot life, the presence ot 
strange - conflicts, the yielding to 
circumstance in.human nature, and 
ahé [deeply^ iyinp.athlzed^with;.these 
longlngs'^ancl'^ifruVtrations^^''^^ as- 
pirations. In her "simplification" 
ot art, it was the style and manner 
ot writing that^he'io'tight.'to aim* 
tUiy, never the complexity of hii- 
man existence.

lists, and critics are unanimous in 
its praise.

novels, which, from the first, "Alex- 
ander's Bridge"' in 1012, to the last, 
VSapphlra and the Slave Girl" in 
1040, are faithful to her main artis- 
tic theories. 

Hiftorleal Background 
In her seml-hlstorlcal novels such 
as "Death Comes for the Archbish- 
op" of 1927 and "Shadowa on the 
Rock" of 1031 she creates out of the 
past heroic figures, firm and faith 
ful in purpose, who have In them a 
nobility of character that trans- 
cends their surroundings. In the 
former, two bishops are the pion-

a different, less organized and less 
public, existence. Huxley points out 
that social instability is a necessary 
determining factor in art and in 
lite itself. This book, while dis- 
turbingly realistic with scientific 
possibilities, seems to suggest that 
the Individual can create a better 
life for himself in a competitive 
society than when someone else 
directs his life as one of many'iii 
a false and empty happiness. Per- 
haps Huxley has a more construc- 
tive theme here than he admits, and 
this book, appearing between Point 
Counter Point and Çyeicss in Gaza, 
may be the missing link (or both 
of them. It throws a refracted light 
on the society which is so ruthlessly 
and Ironically torn apart In both of 
thesîT cruelly revealing novels. 

As well as, being a fascinating 
novelist of ideas, Huxley .- offers 
several startling technical devices 
in the telling of his talcs. Plot, 
for this author, consists in the 
revelation of ideas personified in 
his characters. • 
Counterpoint 
In his earlier novels, Huxley 
seemed to be rehearsing for the 
finished production of Point Count- 
er Point. This experiment to re- 
veal the lives of twenty-odd char- 
acters in ■ series of rapidly chang 
Ing slides Is an interesting, and,

Each chapter In Eyeless In Gaza 
Is prefaced by an exact date, so 
that tour or five sequences In Beav> 
is', life proceed simultaneously. Each 
sequence goes In logical order, .but 
between the acts, as it were, an- 
other scene from an earlier or l^tar 
period of Bcavls' life takes place. 
It gives the reader a peculiar sens- 
ation of seeing into Beavis' future 
periodically. While he attends hii 
mother's.-funeral, we are conscieui 
of him at forty^five seeking happi- 
ness with a woman destined to 
bring him sorrow. 

Clear Water 

The story is built around a re- 
current theme ot Beavis fingering 
old photographs, and in a sense is 
almost one long "stream of con- 
.sclousness" clarified by time head- 
ings. One can be grateful to Hux- 
ley, In this age of "writing to con- 
tuse," for, considering the reader's 
Interpretation, yet may argue the 
artistic value of this device. 

Huxley is a landmark In twen- 
tieth century writing. His novels 
are as much ficiion as''Addis'on'i 
and Steele's creations in the Spec- 
lalor— boili are characterized ' by 
imagination and acute observation. 
The combination in both cases Is a 
picturesque comment on contem- 
porary life.

One undergraduate In six on the 
McGlll College . campus today is a 
co-ed. 

During the 1949-50 session there 
were 2.202 women studying at the 
University, Including 1,027 full-time 
undergraduates who were taking 
lectures in McGill College class- 
rooms. Others were registCTed in 
diploma courses . or were living at 
Macdonald College where classes 
arc held In the Hom'è Economics 
and Teaching courses. Though sev- 
eral departments will not admit 
men. today there is no faculty in 
the- University, which closes its 
dôors to women; 

Thl.i Is a vastly different state 
01 rC-nirs from the registration 
day ill 1884 when nine full-time 
.<tudcnL^ and 21 partials became 
the first women to enrol at Mc- 
Gill University. The separate class- 
es for women that were held dur- 
ing the first sessions soon gave 
uay to the .present co-educational 
system. As the co-ed enrolment fig- 
ures continued to grow through 
the decades more and more fields 
cf .study were opened to women 
al the University. 

The Co-ed and R.V.C. 

All women undergraduates reg- 
la'.ered it the University are auto- 
matically members of the Royal 
Victoria College, regardless of 
whether or not' they are living in 
residence. The college serves a.^ a 
centre of -extracurricular acitvitie.s 
foi the women students of the 
University and contaln.s n cafe- 
teria, a library, gymnasium facili- 
ties, hetlth y offices, accommodation 
for thé^-.Women'i UniQp, and ad- 
n.inistratlve 'offices as well as resi- 
dei.tlal quarters for 30O students. 

It has grown continuously, both 
in total enrolment and in num- 
ber of resident students, since its 
founding In- 1899 under the terms 
of an endowment ' created by the 
Isic Rt. Hon. '..Baroit Strathcona 
ind Mount Royal. 

The co-ed enrolment at the 
Colleice has more than tripled in 
the. last 25 years and more than 
doubled since the time immediately 
before the outbreak of the war. 

Residential facilities have grown 
with increased demand, and the 
number of women in residence ha.' 
increased five-fold in the past quar- 
ter-century. R.V.C. . began with 40 
rooms but the' new wings that 
were added during the 1930-31 and 
1048-40 sessions meant that the 
accommodations of the College 
were sufficient for up to 300 stud- 
ents. Several R.V.C. Annexes and 
other residences were opened 
durins the ycani^but^twere.- with 
one exception cldsed.'^wh'en the'new 
v;ings of the College provided the 
necessary additional facilities. The 
exception, McLennan Hall, has 
been °.1<ept open ui^a residence for 
30 graduates students. .- , 
Dr. Roscoe's Views 

Dr. Muriel V. Roscoe, Dean of 
Women at the University and 
Warden ot the Royal Victoria Col- 
lege, ■expressedv{her.i,views. on. the 
Increased =co-ed'ehroIrnent In an In- 
terview with The Dally when she 
said: 

"The diversity of the education- 
al offerings of the University, along 
with the facilities of the Royal Vic- 
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toria College (residential and other- 
wiae) account, at least In part, for 
the rapid and continuing increase 
in applications. 

"The international aspect of the 
group is apparent to any one who Is 
much in the College building. Of 
the resident group of 300 students 
there are 100 from- outside Canada 
—Including ' wnmcn from England, 
France, the British West Indies. 
South and Central America, and the 
U.S.A." 

When asked about the possibility 
of an even greater co-ed enrolment 
at the University In the years to 
come. Dr. Roscoe said: "With the 
] number of applications In hand for 
the 1851-52 session. 1 do not foresee 
any levelling off In the number of 
women students." 

Changing Attitude 

There Is no field bf University 
study which has not attracted wom- 
en students in recent year."!. En- 
gineering, Law. Medicine, Agricul- 
ture, and Divinity all reported co- 
ed registration during the 1940-.Î0 
session. Women outnumber men in 
Arts, make up a considerable pro- 
portion of the classes in Science and 
Commerce, and often continue theii- 
cducation in the various fields of 
graduate study after receiving thei:- 
Bachelor's degree. 

The increased co-ed Interest In 
such diverse lipids of study as 
those listed above is a direct reflec- 
tion of the changing altitude to- 
wards the place of woman in the 
various professions. > vt-.'k. 

This changing outlook may" be 
Illustrated by contrasting the views 
of the present day with those ex- 
pressed Just btfore the turn of the 
century by Sir William Dawson, 
then Principal of the University, 
when he said: . "General culture 
should be accessible to' every ed- 
ucated woman, and this with the 
view that her profession is to be.... 
the highest In the world: that of 
.wife and mother. If women must be 
prepared for permanent positions 
it Is because the world is sadly out 
of joint . . . Alas, that our boasted 
civilization has fallen so low that 
it should be necessary to even con- 
tomplate the isolation of women 
In the battle of life." 

Graphically Illustrated 

An accompanying graph illus- 
trates the increase in co-ed enrol- 
ment during the last 25 years. The 
variations in the proportional num- 
ber of women students in the Fac- 
ulty of Arts and Science during 
the last decade,, are also Interest- 
ing. 

The great majority of women 
undergraduates on the Montrcai 
campus are registered In the Fac- 
ulty of Arts and Science. At the 
present time,, as shown on the ac- 
companying graph, they account 
for about one-third of the enrol- 
ment in the Faculty. For many 
years they have actually been in 
the majority in the Arts Division 
and outnumbered the men bv a 
three-to-one ratio during the 1943- 
44 session. . , 

In the 'Fine ArU division the 
women outnumber the men over- 
whelmingly in all years and ac- 
counted for all but eight of the 
total registration of 49 during the 
1949-50 session. A similar situation 
exists, in , the '. lower years of the 
Physical -Ediicatldn. course at the 
present time. I ■ - ' f 

No male (tudcntj are enrolled in 
the courses In nursing and physio- 
therapy although the reglstratloit 
figures for the Bachelor of Nursing. 
Graduate Nurtta»ji'nd.(; Physiother- 
apy courses wére7t*èspectlvely 24, 
56. and 50 during the last session. 

Women make up about half the 
class in the. Music Faculty and 
outnumber the men by a two-to- 
one ratio in the Library School at 
the present., time. • 

Co-eds at Macdonald 

Our statistics do not take into 
account the registration at Mac- 
donald College where - several hun- 
dred women are'enrolled ip, courses 
in Teaching, Hpmemaking, and 
Home Economics. 

The Home Economics course lasts 
four ytars and leads to the degree 
of Bachelor .of. Science in Home 
Economlci.<tB,Se;i(H.£c.), while the 
••Home-maker",*»'eour8e ; lasts only 
one year and Is largely practical. 
All Household Science classes at 
the College are designed so as to 
enable the co-eds, if the'y so desire, 
to take their place in thé outside 
world as dietitians, nutritionists in 
the fields of public health and so- 
cial service, or as teachers of 
household science subjects in 
schools and colleges. The registra- 
tion in Home Economics during the 
1949-50 session was 157 and In the 
Home-maker cUf.^es wa.i 28. 

All but nine of the 134 5tiiri(int5 
in the School for Teachers last 
year were women. The course is 
given at Macdonald College in cu-

Other Faculties 
Women were first admitted to 
the Faculty of .Medicine In 1917 
and the 1949-50 session saw 31 
women among the 452 students In 
that Faculty. Only two women 
students were registered for Den- 
tistry during the same period. 

The first woman graduate from 
the Faculty of Law^'ffaiheçyier^.de- 
gree in 1914, but'rQuébècTcoùrb 
refused her the right to bé called 
to the. Bar. Only in post-war years 
has the provlnde relaxed its ruliiig 
There were, however, 12 -women 
concerning women in Its courts, 
students in the Faculty last year.' 

,The administrative offices of thé 
Faculty of Engineering confirm 
that several co-eds are registered 
In Engineering and a somewhat 
greater number In Arichitècture. A 
number of women have graduated 
in both courses during the past 
decade. 

The opporturiities and facilities 
.offered the co-cd fay all faculties 
and' departments have been such 
that; ,the r University has attracted 
women students iroth,'* aU across 
Cai)ada and all parts 'of 'the' world 
to study hére andi .oti leaving, to
